Mlss Gertrude Petan Has Well Earned that
Title.

CranBeRLAIN, S, D, June 18.—|Special to
Tue Bee. |—West of here, in the ceded Sioux
lanils, Is a genuine female cowboy. Her
name is Gertrudo Potan, 18 years of age,and
sho formerly resided with her parents near
Kimball, this county. Upon her parents re-
moving to the ceded Iands she accompanied
them, and has since remained at their new
home on Bull ereek, in  Jratt county. Her
futher investod in nbout 300 head of catv'e.
As her only grown brother works on an ad-
Joining ranch the duty devolves upon her to
take care of the cattie owned by her father.
She does not simply take the cattle 1o the
range and leave them there, out remains with
them all day and takes care of them as
well us conld any cowboy, Her dutles
frequently take her from thirty to forty
miles from home, as the cattie must
be kept moving in order to feed good
all day. Frequently some of the cattle bo-
come mired In the mud along the streams
where they graze, and then comes the
hardest part of hor work. She must rescue
the cattle from their perilous position. This
she doos in true cowboy fashion, by fasten-
ing o larint to the horns of tho mired cattlo,
with the other ena of the rope securely
fastened to the horn of her saddle. Then a
strong, steady pull by her pony draws the
imprisoned cattle to a place of safety on dry
ground.

The young lady has been named “the lndy
cowboy' by the cowboys In that section,
She dresses In the fashion provalent amon,
the cowbovs., She woenrs o wide-brimm
white felt hat, long gauotlet gloves, carries
a lariat cofled about the horn of her saddle,
i1s provided with branding irons and rides
the wildest broncho on the range, Sho has
full charge of the cattle on her father's
ranch.

TifMany*'s Diapiny of Gold and Sliverware and
Froclous Stones—Wealth In Besatifal
Trinkets—Irelnnd's Famous Blarnoy
Stone and Its Powaers,

Cireano, HL, June 17.—The sightaser who
goes awny without first having obtained a
view of the White City from the Inke by
night will hivve missed the most magniticoit
spectacle of all. From the roof of the Man-
ufnctures building, 206 feet up, from tho
car of the chained bpalloon, 2,000 feet sky-
wita, as from the wonderful, magnificent
bieycle enlled the Ferria wheel, the bird's-
eye panorama benoath I8 inspiving enough to
the ordinary mind. Ry day such exploits
aro oxhilarating to the mind if not exciting
to the sonses, and people even who navo
bean at thoe apex of the swaying Wnsh-
ington monument vow the irip to the
roof of the main buildlog is more sonsa-
tional.  But human eye never comprohended
A more brilliant nocturnal optical banquet
than that which may be seen aboard o
steamer on “‘fete’ nights (the fair is illumi-
nated only on Tuesdays, Thursdays and Sat-
urdays, thbugh later on it may be opon every
night in the weok, as it should be),

Viewed from the Lake.

After spending the day at Jackson park,
and having had dinner and sanitary treat-
mont and tho locomotive oinders dug out of
the eyes, got to tho Van Buren streot vinduct
and voard any ono of the Worid's Fair
Steamship company’s fourteon vessels, and
you shall smee what I shall attempt to
deseribe, and probably fall utterly, for it is
A task that a Dickens would tackle with a
feeling of diffidonce. Not yet has the poppy
devoree in his divinest trance gained such &
dreamy vision as this I viewed from the
upper deck of the whaleback Christo-
pher Columbus, The manifold reflec-
tions of o noonday sun on the glass roofs and
gilded domes of the fairy paluces makes o
gorgoous specticle itsell; grander yot is the
night scene, The great hulks of pillars and
staff are spread beforo the dazaled vision,
buthed in an almost perplexing splendor of
pure white.

borealis, The panorama stretehes out until

it batdes the range of vision as you
approach it. The great black mon-
stor looming up in  such vivid con-
trast to  the south of this living

luke of fire is the Mockaye spectatorium, a
monument to the colossal daving of its pro-
Jector, The graceful Greek peristylo near
the other extreme of the shimmering spocta-
cle stands out also in relief ngainst the
golden dome of the Administration building,
with its crown laced and interlaced by
aparkling globes and trimmed near the base
with laming torches, Look further down to
the city itsell and for miles the mininture
display continues. A score of swift expross
trains glide along the dark border near the
water like silver spangled serpeuts, sceming
now and then to telescove as thoy shoot past
each other with their burdens.

The powerful search lights begin to throw
their ferreting rays from the roof of the
Manufactures building. They cross and
form o perpendleular, And then their rays
are direvted upon the few dark spots, and
as they flash from here to there the huge
black dome of the Illinois building stands
forth.

An exhibit of peasrls from tho
Peoatonica river in the Wisconsin pavilion
was considered handsome. ‘I'iffany shows a
string worth £400,000, There are little clus-
ters of diamonds worth 81,000,000, The
world known Tiffany dinmond, representing
u market value of §L00,00, welghing 12549
carats, is on view. It is believed to be the
largest yellow stone in the country. The
next in size weighs seventy soven oarats.
There are many other stones of extensive
value, A single-strand necklace of poarls
would bring §200,000. A corsage ornument
contains 300 diamonds and 125 poarls, A
Spanish epaulet contuins 1,000 dismmonds,
numerous emeralds and savoral yellow sup-
phires. In one diamond necklace are forey-
two brilllants, aggregating 1,000 carats, The
display of precious stones goes on thus end-
leasly in elaborate profusion,

In Gold and Silver,

In its way the silver and gold work makes
a display equally as beautiful as the dia-
monds,  Remuarksbly skillful workmanship
and exquisite design {8 shown in sllverware,
One meoce is the “magnolin’ vase, suid to
be the largest ever made in silver, being two

feet  high, ornamented with  mag-
nolia blossoms wsnd sprays of golden
rod running  up the side, Tha

value of the gold alone is placed at §1,000,
Other attractive pioces are the Galst yacht-
racing cup and 8 smoker's set, showliug a
rattlesnake strangling s duck, ornamented
with wvarious jewels. FEach scale of the
snnke is an opal and the rottlers are of
Pocatoniva river pearls. Another set of
chased silver toilet orucles is extremely
clever, There are twenty-three, all con-
tained lu conceonled drawers and shelves,

In o case near the pavilion is shown o rare
coliection of stones, muny in i native sinte,
tho only engraved dinmond in the country,
the largest ploce of rock crystal, the biggest
rose (quurtz ball ever cus, and many rare spe-
vimens of Jowals,

Tiffapy's famous eneraving Is ahown by
numerous spmples, Thero §s 0 card showing
the appointments of the house of TifaAy to
be "Gold and Silversmiths to 1. It H. the
Infanta Eulahn,” and other monorchs and
princes, Among the sppointments are in-
cluded many of the crowned heads of Eu-
rope.

Groat and Only Cavendish Comen feom Lon-
don to Attond e Seanton,

Tt Is sald that thers are authors who write
about whist much better than thoy éan play
the game, and it is cortam thers are playora
who play whist much better than thoy can
writo about it. Honry Jones of London, who
18 travollng in the United States Just now,
and who has achioved a world wide repu-
tatlon ns tha author of “Cavendish on
Whist," belongs ta noithor of these classes,
for he writes about the game and plays it
equnlly well,

Mr. Jones visits Amerlea primarily to nt-
tond the Ameriean Whist coneress, boginning
